The following is the Convention agreed to between 
the Commander in Chief of the Army of Italy, and 
the Plenipotentiary of the King of Sardinia :— 

“The Citizen General Brune and the Marquis de Saint Marfon, 
Lieutenant Colonel in the army of his Sardinian Majelty. 

appoinced to regulate what concerns the provifiorial poff: fien 
of the Citadel of Turin By the French, for the immediate 
fecurity of Piedmont, as well as for feveral other objects re- 
lative to the intérior fecurity of Piedmont, and to the re- 
eftablifament of the-relations of amity and good underftand- 
ing with the Ligurian Republico—being authorifed by the 
‘reference made by the Ambaflador, Guiguige, and the Che- 
valier Damain de Priocca, Firft Secretary of State in the 
office of the Foreign Department of his Sardinian Majefty, 
to General Brune, definitively to fettle what concerns thefle 
momentous objects, Citizen General Brune and the Marquis 
de Saint Marfon refolve as follow : 


1.. The Citadel fhalf be occupied rsth Meflidor (July 5 

1798) by the Frencli troops: there thal! be an inventory drawn 

‘up by a French and Piedmontefe officer of the magazines, ar- 
tillery, and ammunition found in the Citadel, as well as of the 
galley flaves that are there detained. - - 

, & The French garrifon in the Citadel of Turin thall not 
exceed the nfual number garrifoned in that fortrefs. 

3. The French. troops that occupy the Cicadel of Turin 
fhall never enter the city of Turin’ with arms in their hands 
only by the gate of the Citadel named the Secours ; never, under 
any pretext whatfoever, fhall officers or foldiers have any right 
to be lodged in the city. 

4. The Freneh fhall enjay no privilege in the Citadel, but 
i that of forming the garrifon; they fall hot he per- 
mitted, in any cafe whatever, to take away from it, or to 
alienate any effeéts, either. artillery or any other now in the 
Citadel. ' 

' 5. Accordingly, the agents of the King fhall continve to 
have the guard and che difpofal of every thing therein con- 
tained. 

6. The Clergyman fhall in. no wife be difturbed in his func- 
tions, which he may continue as before. ‘The Prench Com- 
mander fhall caufe him to be rigoroufty refpected, and thall pre- 
vent any change or infult to take place in what refpedts religi- 


i, ous worthip. 


7. The poffeffion of the Citadel of Turin by the French 
troops fhall continue’ during two months, unlefs it be hereafter 
otherwife ordered by the Directory of the French Republic and 
his Sardinian Majefty.’ 4 ' 

8. ‘The Citadel of Alexandrja only continues to be occupied 
by the French troo In cafe, however, of the head-quarters 
of the French divilion being eftablifhed in Alexandria, the guard 
of honour fhall appoint a centinel to one of the,gates of the city, 
which thall be pointed out by the French General. 

9. AFrench and a:Piedmontefe officer fhail regulate in the 
diftri& deferibed by the foregoing Convention, relative to the 
places occupied by the French troops, every thing which may 
relate to the reafonable convenience of communications which 
ovay take place between the troops of his Sardinian Majetty, in 
order to maintain the public tranquillity of his dominions — 
Thefe places are Coni, Ba Cherafco, and Ceva. 

10. The French Government binds itfelf to contribute to the 
fapport of the public tranquillity of Piedmonr, and to prevent 
any fuccour from being given directly or indireétly to thole 
who f{nall attempt to datturb the Government. 

11. General Brune hall iffue a Proclamation for reftoring 
tranquillity on the frontiers of Piedmont, and fhall exert, in 
order to accomplith that object, all the means that are at his 
difpofal. . 

12. General Brune fhall ufe his influence, and all the means 
in his power, in order to {top the. progrefs of hoftilities on the 
part of the Ligurian Republic, and to prevent, every kind of 
agzreflion.on t opece of the Cifalpine Republic, and to reftore 
the former ftate of things, and the moft perfect harmony. 

13. Every thing that regards the fubtiftence of the French 
troops, fhall continue in tHe fame ftate as heretofore. e

CHARLES EMMANUEL, 

After the many inftances of fovereign clemency by 
which we have already invited the emigrants and in- 
furgents.who endeavoured to invade our frontier pro- 
vinces, to return to their duty, we are ftill difpofed, 
and principally out, of ‘refpect to the French Republic, 
which has interpofed its mediation, to grant them com- 
plete and general amnefty, with’ the following declara- 
tions, containéd in thefe prefents, iffued with our con- 


fent, by our royal authority, and the advice of our 


Council : 

J. We grant.a complete, entire, and abfolute amnefty, to all, 
without exception, as well fubjedts as foreigners, who have 
taken part either diseétly or indire@ly in the infurrections 
which have taken place ia our dominions, or who, prior hereto, 
have, on account of their political opinions, been fubjected to 
any criminal profecution. é 

2- In confequence of this, the proceedings which have be- 
gun, as well as the fentences which have been pronounced 
upon thefe facts, fhall be abrogated. In the firft place, thofe 
who have been arrefted on charges of this nature, fhall be fet 
at liberty, and ali further ceding shall, without diftin&ion 
ceafe, fo far_as regards their palt conduct. P 

3- thofe who have been guilty of other offences, not ex- 
cepting deferters, thall likewife be included in this amnetty fur 
the facts above Specified, leaving free courfe to the law for all 
other offences, and alfo for defertion, if, neither directly or in- 
directly, it had any conne¢tion with the faéts which are the 
fubject of the amnefty. . 

4. Thofe, however, who fhall abufe this a@ of our fove- 
feign clemency, and incurring freth guilt, thall be punifhed ac- 
cording to the rigour of the laws . 

5. Thofe who are difpofed to fettle in foreign countries, thal | 
be permitted to fell their. property and effets fituated in our 
dominions, and to remit the price elfewhere, notwithhtanding 
the general laws. by which this is prohibited, with which we 
We at the fame time declare our 
pleafure, that their property, moveable or immoveable, which 
may have been confilcated or fequeftrated, fhall be reftored to 
them or their agents to be freely difpoled of,

|] MANIFESTO. OF THE GOVERNOR OF TURIN, DATED Y3ru Mrs. 
siDoR, JULY I. 

A new concurrence of unexpected and extraordinary events 

has fuddenly involved Piedmont in a cruct war, which threaten- 

ed the exiftence of the ftate by the ktrange ci:cumilances by 

which it was accompanied. ‘The enemy increafed in power and 

in refources, while deferice became difictlt. His Majefty ha- 

ving given nu provdcation, and having-only endeavoured, os 

was his duty, to recover his rights by lawtu! and neceilary 

meabs, always continued defirous of peace, The lrench Re- 

public; anxious to reftore tranquillity, believed it impollible to 

put an end to fo extraordinary a war but by methods new and 

no lefs extraordinary. After having propofed other conditions,- 
which being admitted, the offered her fervices to remove imme- 

diately all occafion. of new jealoufies and new complaints; the 

demanded that a French garrifon fhould be put in poileflion of 
the Citadel of Turin, as a provifional meafure of fecurity for 

this diftri@. ‘The incalculable advantages of peace and trans 
quillity ourweighing every other coufideration in the heart of a 

good Prince, his Majefty embraeed the only means prefented to 

him of preventing a war, the confequences of which ic was im- 

poffible to anticipate. Convinced of the amicable and pacific 

intentions of the French’ Government, which receiving a freth 

proof of the confidence and good faith of the King, muft be 
more firmly. pledged to the performance of the engagements 
previoufly made, his Majefty by this means has obtained the 

immediate ceffation of hoitilities and the return of peace, as 
well as a new pledge againft the attempts of thofe who are dif- 

pofed to trouble the Government and tranquillity of the country. 
Having adopted othe: arrangements, the object ofswhich is to 
obviate occafion of convplaint between the inhabitants and the 

French troops deftined for the garrifon of the Citadel, his Ma- 
jetty is convinced that as this corps will obferve the moft -rigid 
difcipline, the faithful inhabitants of this city and territory will 
treat the corps with refpeét; to which the King, in order to 
fecure general trahquillity; has confented tp confide a depot fo 
important for his -perfonal fatery, and that ot the ftate.

Advices have been received. from the Englith flect 
cruizing off Uthant:—Movements are’faid to be making 
in the outer harbour of Breft, as if an expedition of 
fome kind were preparing for fea—The blockade is, 
however, fo complete, that nothing can efcape.—The 
Britith thips on this ftation have encountered fome very 
blowing weather, but the damage fuftained has not been 
material. 

Admiral Lord. Duncan was expected yefterday at 
Yarmouth, to take upon him the command of the North- 
Sea fleet, when it is fuppofed the thips in the road will 
fail for the Texel. 

The Ruffian fquadron under the command of Vice- 
Admiral Mackaroff, confifts of twelve thips of the line, 
four frigates, and two advice boats: 

An order has been fent to the naval vidtualling agents 
to prepare a fufficient {upply of provifions and other ne- 
ceflaries for the Ruflian fleet, thortly expected at the 
Nore or in the Downs. ' 

The men of war, as well thips of the line as others, 
now fitting for fea in the Thames and Medway, are 
ordered to repair to the ftations ailigned them with 
all poflible difpatch. Some of them want only men to 
navigate them. 

The Surprize frigate is appointed to convoy the 
trade to the Weft Indies. 

An article from Philadelphia, inferted in the Paris 
papers, {tates, that the Betfey, Captain Smith, had ar- 
rived there in feventy-eight days from the Ifle of Ftance, 
and had brought intelligence, that two French. frigates 
had bombarded Madras, and confiderably damaged the 
town ; that they had deftroyed one of the Eatt India 
Company’s fhips, the cargo of which was valued at 
400,000 dollars ; and had taken the Pigot, a veflel un- 
der Danifh colours, but Jaden on account of England, 
and valued at 400,000 dollars. 

The lack of intelligence refpecting Buonaparte, the 
Surveillant,‘ of the 14th, notices as follows, in its firtt 
paragraph :—“ No news has been publifhed of our ficet 
in the Mediterranean, fince its departure from Malta. 
We are, however, without the leaft inquietude.” Ano- 
ther paper {tates very abfurdly, that there are at this 
moment thirty fail of ‘the line (firlt rates!) well armed 
and equipped at Breit.

The Britifh regiments in Portugal, with the excep- 
tion of three which are drafted, are ordered for the 
Cape of Goed Hope and the Eatt Indies.

OFFICIAL ACCOUNTS. - 
DUBLIN CASTLE—16TH JULY, 1798. 

It having been reported that the mountains of Wick- 
low afforded a retreat to large bodies of rebel fugitives, 
Lieut. General Lake received the Lord Lieutenant’s 
dire&tions to move different columns in various direc- 
tions to clear that part of the country. He returned 
ye(terday to Dublin, and reported, that he was not able 
to find any body whatever affembled in that diftrict. 

The Lieut. General gives the higheft credit to the 

rfeverance and fpirit of the troops, during a long 
and difficult marches, through a country almoft imac- 
‘ceflible to an army. 

It appears, that on Monday laft, thofe rebels who 
had been in the mountains paffed over the bog of Al- 
len; and that on Wednefday a body of about fifteen 
fhundied attacked the town of Clonard, where they were 
repulfed with the lofs of 60 men by Colonel Brake, 
who marched againft them from Mullingar, with about 
50 infantry and as many yeoman cavalry. This body, 
after their defeat, moved towards Longwood, whence 
they were porfued on Thurfday by a detachment ander 
Brigadier General Meyrick, almoft to Calnmullin— 
About 30 were killed in the purfuit. “A party of the 
Duke of Yorx’s Highlanders fell in with 16 of them, 
mounted, the next morning, ‘and killed all but one, 
whom they took prifoner. The main body of the re- 
bels having reached Dunboyne on Thurfday evening, 

roceeded next day to the hill at Garretftown, whither 

{aj. General Myers, with a detachment of the royal 
Buckinghamfhire militia, and of the yeomanry corps of 
Dublin, was ordered to vurfue them. The rebels, 
however, went off in the night for the Boyne, and 
paifed it. ‘They were purfued by two divifions, under 
Major General Wemys and Brigadier General Mrv- 
nick ; and their cavalry shaving come, up with them, 
; fition in the road to 
Ardee. As foon as the Sutherland regiment, with the 
battalion guns, arrived, the rebels fell into confufion, 
and broke in all direftions. General Wemys thes or- 
dered the cavalry and yeomanry to attack, and follow- 
ed with the infantry to fupport them. The rebelé fled 
into the bog, where a very confiderable number were 
killed, anda great quantity of pikes, piftols, fwords, 
mufkets, and two ftandards were taken. 

Major General Wemyss flates, that the troops be- 
haved with very great {pirit, and that he felt himfelf 
highly indebted to the Gentlemen Yeomanry, and to 
Mr Trorrer of, Duleck, who aéted as his guide. — 
Some of the rebels who efcaped went on towards Ar- 
dee, the reft retreated over the Boyne towards Garret- 
ftown, where they were again attacked by Captain Gor- 
bon of thé? Dumfries light dragoons, who had affem- 
bled one hundred and thirty infantry, confifting of de- 
tachments of the Fermanagh, and Carlow militia, and 
the Swords yeomanryp and about one hundred cavalry, 
which confifted of part of the Dumfries regiment, of 
the Fingal, the Coolock, the Balbriggan, and Lord 
Gormantton’s yeomen.. The rebels being mounted, 
Colonel Gorpon ordered great part of his cavalry to 
purfue ; on their advancing, thc rebels difmounted and 
fled in all directions—not one hundred remained on the 
ground when the infantry came up, and they were dif- 


Gormanston’s troop. Colonel Gordon fates the 

Jofs of the rebels to have amounted to, one hundted and 

fitty men, and he took from them 200 horfes. This 

fervice was performed without any lofs on the part of 
- his Majefty’s forces. 

Captain Gornon thinks it but juftice to the Carlow 
and Termanagh detachments to fay, that. after a fevere 
march of eighteen hours they prefled forward with’ the 
greate(t {pirit and alacrity, and that the exertions of 
the Dumtfries-hire and yeomaory anfwered his warmelt 
expectations.

COURT MARTIAL. 

On Tuefday laft, cameon the trial of H. J. M’- 
Cracken. 

The Court being duly {worn before the prifoner, he 
was informed he was to be tried for treafon and . rebel- 
lion, and for being in arms at Antrim on the 7th June. 
To which charge the prifoner pleaded, not guilty. 

Firlt evidence—Henay .O’ Hara being duly fvorn ; 
fail he knew the prifoner’; .faw him Biy rebels at 
Antrim on the 7th Jane; marched two miles under 
his Command ; that the rebels were armed with guns, 
pikes, fcythes, and with a piece of cannon ; and march- 
ed from Templepatrick to Antrim, That an_ orderly 
dragoon came to the town of Antrim, and faid the 
King’s troops were coming in force } the prifoner ufed 
fpiriting words, and faid, ** My boys, we will get there 
firft, and get the arms and ammunition into our pof- 
feflion ;’” that he ordered the pike-men in front of the 
cannon to keep off the dragodns, who were approach- 
ing ; that the rebels retreated, and prifoner faid, “ You 
rafcals, you may as well-fight now, for you will ‘be kil- 
led any way ;” faid toa few who refufed,.“* You are 
a pack of cowardly rafcals, and I will put you in front 
next engagement ;” that the rebels had colours, drums, 
and a fite; prifoner marched them into Antrim. Wit- 
nefs was forced from his houfe by Duncan and others, 
‘armed with guns and pikes, to join the rebel army ; 
that they forced many others, 

Joun Minnis ‘fwore to the fame effect, 

The prifoner called one witnefs; who depofed that the 
prifoner was defired by his friends. to leave the town of 
Belfaft on the 29th of May, which he did with reluc-’ 
tance. a 

Prifoner then addreffed the Court and made fome 
few remarks on the etidence, in, which there were fe- 
veral inconfiftencies. He faid that he left town at the 
carneft requeft of his friends, that he had been ill fome 
time before, and at,that time faweak as not tb be able 
to attend bufinefs ; that it was impoflible for him to 
have been aétive in the rebelfjon.* + 

Counfel for the Crown teplied .in a hort fpeech.— 
As to any inconfiftency in the evidence, it was for the 
Court to decide on that head ;*that the evidence de- 
pofed to different facts, at different hours, -and different 
parts of the action. Recommended the prifoner, as he 
had refpectable connections, to call on fone perfon for 
a charaéter. Prifoner propofed calling on Mr Bars- 
tow, which he afterwards declined, and’ ‘the Court 
was afterwards cleared to deliberate on the fentence. . 

Being found guilty by the Court—at five o’clock the 
prifoner was brought from the Artillery Barfacks to the 
place of execution. Having been attended in prifon bya 
Clergyman, he was only a few minutes from the time he 
came out,: till he’ wwas, launched into eternity. After 
hanging one hour, his body was given to his friends.
